EVERYBODY’S  PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

“Just  exactly  what  is  public  relations  in  a hospital?” 

you  may  have  asked  yourself  many  times. 

Does  it  have  to  do  with  publicity,  fund-raising,  pub- 
lications, relationships  with  the  public?  Well,  yes, 
partly.  But  most  important  it  is  YOU!  As  an  employee 
you  can  make  or  break  a successful  public  relations 
program  for  the  hospital. 

The  fanciest  publications,  the  greatest  amount  of 
newspaper,  radio  and  television  publicity,  the  best 
know-how  in  fund-raising,  yes,  and  even  a public  well- 
informed  about  your  hospital  --  all  of  these  are  of  little 
value  if  you  fail  to  create  good  will  among  patients, 
visitors,  friends  of  the  hospital  and  your  fellow  em- 
ployees. 

Specifically,  an  early  morning  grumble  to  a fellow 
worker  when  you  arrive  on  the  job  could  start  a chain 
reaction  that  would  reach  large  proportions  by  the  end 
of  the  day.  You  grumble  at  your  fellow  employee  who, 
in  turn,  annoyed,  speaks  sharply  to  the  next  person  and 
so  on  until  the  chain  reaction  catches  hold  and  results 
in  a burst  of  discourtesy  toward  a patient  or  visitor. 
This,  of  course,  does  not  create  good  will  and  is  not 
good  public  relations.  And  should  there  be  a dozen  early 
morning  grumbles  from  a dozen  employees,  a dozen  pa- 
tients or  visitors  could  bear  the  brunt  of  the  chain  re- 
action. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  there  were  a dozen  early  morning 
smiles,  a dozen  patients  or  visitors  could  benefit  from 
this  chain  reaction  and  be  enveloped  in  an  atmosphere 
of  warmth  and  friendliness.  This  is  good  public  rela- 
tions. This  creates  good  will  for  the  hospital. 

By  your  actions,  your  words,  the  tone  of  your  voice, 
you  are  an  integral  part  of  your  hospital’s  public  rela- 
tions program.  You  are  public  relations.  Everybody  is 
public  relations!  Public  relations  belongs  to  everybody!

Although  Mrs.  Avejic  could  speak  no  English,  she 
succeeded  in  conveying  her  sincere  gratitude  for  the 
free  care  and  treatment  her  son  received.  Thanks  can 
be  communicated  in  any  language. 


NEWS  BRIEFS,  LUKE-O-CITES  MERGE 

Almost  two  years  have  passed  since  the  merger  of 
Presbyterian  and  St.  Luke’s  Hospitals.  During  these 
two  years,  each  hospital  has  continued  to  publish  its 
own  employee  publication:  at  Presbyterian,  “News 
Briefs”;  at  St.  Luke’s,  “Luke-o-cites”. 

As  time  went  on,  however,  more  and  more  identical 
news  items  were  reported  in  both  publications;  more 
and  more  stories  were  becoming  of  equal  interest  to 
both  hospital  divisions;  more  and  more  employees  in 
one  division  were  becoming  acquainted  - either  by  tele- 
phone or  personally-with  fellow  employees  in  the  other 
division. 

This  could  lead  to  only  one  conclusion  - one  hos- 
pital, although  operating  in  two  separate  plants  at  the 
present  time,  should  have  only  one  employee  publica- 
tion. Thus  “PS”  becomes  the  new  publication  for  the 
personnel  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  repla- 
cing “News  Briefs”  and  “Luke-o-cites”. 

“PS”  will  follow  the  policies  and  format  of  its  pred- 
ecessors and  continue  to  bring  you  essentially  the 
same  type  of  news  and  feature  columns  to  which  you 
have  been  accustomed.  In  addition,  “PS”  will  try  to 
keep  you  posted  on  activities  and  people  in  the  other 
division  with  the  hope  of  eliminating  any  feeling  of 
strangeness  when  the  physical  merger  of  the  two  hos- 
pitals takes  place. 

Your  new  publication  will  have  a circulation  of  ap- 
proximately 5500.  It  will  be  distributed  to  employees, 
trustees,  woman’s  boards,  medical  staffs  and  their 
wives,  volunteers,  editors  of  many  hospital  publica- 
tions throughout  the  country  and  other  interested  in- 
dividuals and  organizations.  If  you  know  of  anyone  who 
would  like  to  be  on  the  mailing  list,  please  notify  your 
public  relations  office. 

Until  the  two  hospital  divisions  are  consolidated  in 
the  west-side  medical  center,  all  stories  in  “PS”  will 
be  reported  as  completely  as  possible,  for  some  sub- 
jects, though  common  knowledge  in  one  division,  may 
be  unfamiliar  to  personnel  in  the  other  division.  A sep- 
arate “Around  the  Hospital”  section  will  be  maintained 
for  each  division. 

“PS”  is  for  you,  the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  employee, 
and  you  can  help  “PS”  by  telling  your  public  relations 
office  of  any  item  \tfhich  you  feel  would  make  interesting 
feature  material  for  your  hospital  publication.

THE  ART  OF  APPRECIATION

The  person  who  has  a lively  sense  of  appreciation  is 
quite  unlike  anyone  in  whom  that  sense  is  lacking. 
Appreciation  is  a lubricant  which  smooths  out  all  kinds 
of  human  situations  and  brings  human  principles  to  a 
rich  and  kindly  maturity. 

It  has  in  it  the  note  of  gratitude  and  thanksgiving. 
However,  it  contains  another  quality  that  is  perhaps 
best  explained  by  our  word,  “evaluation”.  The  root 
meaning  of  the  word  “to  appreciate”  is  to  price,  to 
set  a value  upon,  to  evaluate. 

The  person  who  is  schooled  and  skilled  in  apprecia- 
tion does  not  take  the  good  things  of  life  for  granted. 
He  thinks  about  them,  he  evaluates  them,  he  gives 
thanks  for  them. 

This  is  perfectly  expressed  in  words  of  Robert  Louis 
Stevenson.  This  courageous  man  of  frail  physique  was 
haunted  by  poor  health  all  his  life,  but  he  was  pos- 
sessed of  indomitable  courage.  I would  like  to  quote 
below  these  lines  from  him.  They  are  good  to  know, 
and  possibly  memorize. 

* The  Celestial  Surgeon 

If  I have  faltered  more  or  less 
In  my  great  task  of  happiness; 

If  I have  moved  among  my  race 
And  shown  no  glorious  morning  face ; 

If  beams  from  happy  human  eyes 
Have  moved  me  not;  if  morning  skies, 

Books,  and  my  food,  and  summer  rain 
Knocked  on  my  sullen  heart  in  vain:- 
Lord,  thy  most  pointed  pleasure  take 
And  stab  my  spirit  broad  awake; 

Or,  Lord,  if  too  obdurate  I, 

Choose  Thou,  before  that  spirit  die, 

A piercing  pain,  a killing  sin, 

And  to  my  dead  heart  run  them  in!

Blood  Insurance 

With  one  pint  of  blood  you  can  insure  yourself  against 
the  cost  of  unlimited  blood  replacement  for  four  years, 
or  your  family  for  one  year. 

The  “Cooperative  Blood  Replacement  Plan”  works 
like  an  insurance  policy.  The  “premium”  is  the  dona- 
tion of  one  pint  of  blood  (or  a donation  of  $10.00  if  for 
any  reason  your  blood  is  unacceptable.)  After  you  do- 
nate blood,  if  you  need  blood  transfusions  for  any  rea- 
son-surgery, accident,  etc.—you  will  receive  free  as 
much  blood  as  you  need.  (Only  the  blood  is  free  Hos- 
pital charges  for  cross  matching  and  administering  blood 
are  not  covered.) 

A single  person  may  protect  himself  for  four  years  or 
he  may  name  three  beneficiaries  besides  himself  and  all 
will  be  covered  for  one  year.  A married  person  may  cover 
his  spouse  and  every  child  under  19  for  one  year  with 
one  pint  of  blood.  This  policy  can  be  renewed,  of  course, 
by  donating  another  pint  of  blood. 

This  plan  is  sponsored  by  the  Chicago  Blood  Donor 
Service,  Inc.,  who  supply  or  replace  blood.  Blood  do- 
nations may  be  made  at  any  location  of  the  Chicago 
Blood  Donor  Service  or  at  one  of  five  hospitds  n Chi- 
cago. Presbyterian  Hospital  Division  is  one  of  the  hos- 
pitals  where  donations  may  be  made  and  policies  taken 
out.  (Augustana,  Children’s  Memorial,  South  Chicago 
Community  and  Aurora  Blood  Bank  are  the  other  loca- 
tions.)

Drs.  Rodney  and  Robert  Jamieson  have  been  members 
of  the  St.  Luke’s  “Family”  since  1948,  at  which  time 
they  served  their  internship. 

The  Brothers  Jamieson  are  graduates  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago  High  School  and  received  their  pre- 
medical  training  at  the  University  of  Chicago  and  their 
M.D.  degrees  from  Northwestern  University. 

After  completing  his  Residency  and  receiving  his 
appointment  to  the  St.  Luke’s  Medical  Staff  in  1952, 
Dr.  "Rodney  Jamieson  served  as  Chief  of  Cardiac  Ser- 
vices at  the  United  States  Army  Hospital,  Fort  Bragg, 
North  Carolina.

The  employees  of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  have  good  reason  to  be  very  proud  of  themselves  re- 
garding their  participation  in  the  Community  Fund-  Red  Cross  Joint  Appeal  campaign  that  has  just  been 
concluded.  City-wide  hospitals  were  given  a quota  of  $34,220.  This  was  surpassed  and  the  final  report 
showed  that  the  quota  had  been  exceeded  with  the  final  amount  totalling_$4l,418.54.

Mr.  King  has  twenty  years  of  in- 
dustrial experience  as  Personnel 
Director,  Management  Consultant 
and  University  Instructor.  Many 
candidates  for  the  Master’s  Degree 
in  Hospital  Administration  have 
attended  Mr.  King’s  evening  class- 
es at  Northwestern  University,  where 
he  has  been  on  the  faculty  of  the  Department  of  Busi- 
ness since  1945. 

Because  of  his  academic  and  business  background,  Mr. 
King  has  been  frequently  called  upon  to  address  con- 
ferences of  national  organizations  on  personnel  subjects. 
In  1954  he  addressed  the  Operating  Room  Nurses’  Meet- 
ing held  in  conjunction  with  the  International  College 
of  Surgeons,  and  in  1955  was  a featured  speaker  at  the 
Silver  Anniversary  meeting  of  the  Tri-State  Hospital 
Assembly.

He  anticipates  a close  working  re- 
lationship with  everyone  responsible  for  a smooth-func- 
tioning organization. 

“Major  personnel  policies  are  the  very  heart  of  a good 
personnel  program,”  Mr.  King  stated  in  an  interview 
with  Mr.  Albert  D.  Farwell,  Chairman  of  the  Management 
and  Business  Affairs  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, “and  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  already  has  strong 
and  idealistic  plans  for  the  improvement  of  employee 
relations.  It  is  simply  our  job  in  Personnel  to  imple- 
ment these  policies  with  all  the  skill  and  enthusiasm 
we  collectively  possess.”

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MRS.PAGE  NAMED  VOLUNTEER  DIRECTOR 

Mrs.  Nan  Page  has  recently  been 
named  Director  of  Volunteers, 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital, 
by  Dr.  Karl  S.  Klicka,  hospital  di- 
rector. The  appointment  of  Mrs. 
Page  was  made  after  Mrs.  Fentress 
Ott,  Chairman  of  Volunteers  at  St. 
Luke’s  resigned. 

Hospital  volunteer  departments  are  relatively  new, 
Mrs.  Page  explained.  The  volunteer  we  know  today  be- 
gan during  World  War  II  when  many  professionally  train- 
ed personnel  went  off  to  war.  Patriotic,  but  untrained, 
women  offered  their  services  to  replace  those  in  the 
Armed  Forces.  Before  then,  volunteers  were  “Lady 
Bountiful”  type  persons  who  visited  sick  poor  and  be- 
stowed gifts  on  them. 

Now-a-days,  the  volunteer  is  not  necessarily  a rich 
person  who  shares  her  material  wealth  but  one  who 
gives  of  herself.  It  has  been  said  that  she  works  with 
her  three  H’s--her  hands,  her  head  and  her  heart.  “Vol- 
unteers,” continued  Mrs.  Page,  “work  ever  mindful  of 
the  principle  of  supplementing  but  never  supplanting 
the  paid  worker.” 

Although  volunteer  services  vary  in  hospitals  and 
other  organizations,  our  many  volunteers  are  part  of 
what  an  article  in  the  Reader’s  Digest  calls  “Ameri- 
ca’s ‘amazing  women’  who  make  up  a volunteer  army 
five  times  the  size  of  all  our  Armed  Forces.  They  give 
four  times  as  many  hours  to  serving  humanity  as  all 
our  salaried  police  and  firemen  put  together.”  Seventy- 
five  percent  of  all  volunteers  in  this  country  are  women. 

Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  volunteers  come  from  such 
sources  as  the  Woman’s  Boards,  doctors’  wives  groups, 
Volunteer  Bureau  of  Chicago.  Some  volunteers  are  for- 
mer patients  or  Friends  of  the  hospital.  There  is  no 
age  limit  for  volunteers.  Our  youngest  is  14  and  our 
oldest  is  71. 

Work  day  and  night 

“Volunteers  are  working  seven  days  a week,  in  the 
evening  as  well  as  during  the  day.  Volunteers  from  both 
hospitals  have  begun  working  together  already.  Their 
first  project  was  for  the  National  Blood  Bank  Conven- 
tion held  in  Chicago  this  fall. 

“And  one  woman  who  came  to  Presbyterian  to  vol- 
unteer found  it  would  be  better  for  her  to  go  to  St. Luke’s 
and  one  who  originally  went  to  St.  Luke’s  found  it 
would  be  more  convenient  to  travel  to  Presbyterian.' It 
is  gratifying  to  see  this  exchange  and  cooperation,” 
said  Mrs.  Page. 

Mrs.  Page,  who  is  a graduate  of  Northwestern  Univer- 
sity was  first  associated  with  Presbyterian  as  a church 
chairman  to  the  Woman’s  Board  and  later  became  in- 
terested in  volunteering  in  the  hospital.  In  September, 
1955,  she  was  appointed  Director  of  Volunteers  at  Pres- 
byterian. 


Future  Development  for  Hospital 
Outlined  in  Master  Plan 

A Master  Plan  for  the  extensive  physical  development 
of  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Hospital  in  the  west-side 
medical  center  has  been  announced  by  Mr.  Ralph  A. 
Bard,  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  Mr.  John  P.  Bent, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

A series  of  meetings  is  being  set  up  for  the  purpose 
of  telling  the  story  of  the  hospital’s  far-reaching  build- 
ing plans.  Special  sessions  will  be  scheduled  for  all 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  personnel  in  the  near  future 
where,  by  means  of  charts,  models  and  slides,  the  long- 
term Master  Plan  will  be  explained. 

Drive  Exceeds  Seven  Million 

$7,055,000  has  been  raised  in  the  campaign  drive  with- 
in a period  of  sixteen  months,  Mr.  James  M.  Kittleman, 
Director  of  Resources  and  Development,  has  announced. 
Substantial  and  generous  support  from  individuals,  cor- 
porations, and  a large  number  of  foundations  have  made 
the  drive  an  unprecedented  success.  The  hard  work  and 
cooperation  of  the  Trustees,  Woman’s  Boards,  Medical 
Staffs  and  the  Administrative  Staff  has  also  helped  to 
raise  this  record  sum. 

March  31,  1958,  has  been  set  as  the  deadline  to  meet 
the  minimum  goal  of  $7,500,000.

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Looking  Back  On  1957... 

With  the  end  of  a year  it  is  traditional  to  reflect  on  happenings  of  that 
year.  For  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s,  it  marked  the  completion  of  the 
first  complete  fiscal  year  as  a merged  hospital.  (The  fiscal  year  of  the 
hospital  runs  from  September  1 to  August  31.) 

In  that  year  29,419  persons  were  admitted  for  care.  1,743  babies 
were  born.  8,259  blood  transfusions  were  given  and  16,133  operations 
were  performed. 

The  year  saw  the  flag  raised  twice  over  the  new  pavilion  ~ once  for 
the  completion  of  steel  and  once  for  the  completion  of  the  concrete. 
It  saw  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  introduce  the  “hospital  room  of  the 
future”  at  the  Chicagoland  Fair  in  July.  Many  employees  from  both 
hospital  divisions  had  an  opportunity  to  meet  their  fellow-workers  from 
the  other  hospital  division  while  staffing  the  booth. 

The  year  saw  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  employees  among  the  most 
generous  in  Chicago  as  they  supported  the  Combined  Appeal  to  a stag- 
gering total  of  $15,818.50. 

In  September,  two-hundred  girls  enrolled  in  the  first  class  of  the  new 
Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  School  of  Nursing  and  began  studying  under  a 
new  curriculum  and  program  of  two  years  of  instruction  and  clinical 
experience  and  one  year  of  salaried  nurse- intemeship.Their  new  uni- 
form and  cap  were  introduced  at  a “style  show”  in  the  spring. 

The  year  saw  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  show  its  gratitude  to  employees 
with  ten  or  more  years  of  service.  At  the  annual  Thanksgiving  Tea  at 
Presbyterian  twenty  persons  received  10-year,  service  awards,  one 
celebrated  her  25*year  anniversary,  three  were  honored  for  40  or  more 
years  of  service.  In  May  at  St.  Luke’s  Annual  Hospital  Day  Reception 
23  persons  were  honored  for  10  years  of  service;  9 for  15;  4 for  20 
years  and  3 persons  had  their  silver  jubilee  for  25  years  of  service— an 
aggregate  total  of  882  years  of  service  for  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
employees. 

Combination  of  three  more  departmental  functions— dietary,  pharmacy 
and  laundry-were  added  to  the  previously  consolidated  departments. 

That  always  welcome  visitor,  Santa  Claus,  closed  the  year  by  visit- 
ing hnth  hncnirals  at  their  annual  Christmas  parties.

Father  will  have  his  day  again  this  year  as  the  fresh- 
man student  nurses  entertain  their  dads  at  the  School  on 
Saturday,  February  22.  "Father’s  Day”,  first  celebrated 
at  the  St.  Luke’s  School  in  1955,  this  year  will  acquaint 
the  guests  with  their  daughter’s  professional  life  and 
inform  them  of  the  development  program  of  the  merged 
hospitals. 

Scheduled  plans  for  the  day  include  classes  (nursing, 
science,  social  science,  communication),  a luncheon 
with  faculty  and  representatives  of  hospital  administra- 
tion and  trustees,  presentation  of  the  new  curriculum 
and  hospital  building  plans,  and  a program  by  the  fresh- 
man chorus.

Some  time  during  each  nurse’s  training  she  is  given  a 
lamp  - the  symbol  of  her  profession.  It  is  a replica  of 
the  type  of  lamp  Florence  Nightingale  carried  on  her 
nightly  rounds  attending  the  wounded  soldiers  of  the 
Crimean  War.  The  symbolic  lamp  the  nurse  carries  in 
her  work  is  carried  with  pride,  but  with  it  come  many 
responsibilities. 

“Let  me  help”  is  a simple,  common  phrase.  We  use 
it  every  day:  “Let  me  help  you  with  your  coat,  or  solve 
your  problem,  or  budget  your  salary.”  A teacher,  in  a 
sense,  may  say  to  his  pupils,  “Let  me  help  you  to  un- 
derstand this  or  that  concept.”  A lawyer  may  say,  “Let 
me  help  you  with  your  legal  problems.”  A sociologist 
or  psychologist  seeks  to  help  you  to  understand  your- 
self, others  and  the  interactions  of  people.  A minister 
asks  you  to  let  him  help  you  to  find  God  and  guides  you 
to  live  under  His  laws.  A parent,  in  a sense,  says  to 
his  child,  “Let  me  guide  your  life  until  you  are  able  to 
face  the  world  strongly  and  freely.”  A laboratory  worker 
says  to  the  doctor,  “Let  me  run  some  tests  so  I may 
help  you  with  your  diagnosis.”  A doctor  says  to  his 
patient,  “Let  me  help  to  relieve  your  sickness  and  your 
pain.”  And  a nurse  - a nurse  combines  a little  bit  of 
all  these  jobs  in  her  work.  Perhaps  this  is  why  her 
lamp,  at  times,  seems  heavy  to  carry. 

A nurse  is  a person  who  teaches  her  patients  to  lead 
better  lives  and  take  better  care  of  themselves.  She  is 
constantly  aware  of  her  legal  rights  as  well  as  her 
limitations.  She  is  part  psychologist,  part  sociologist, 
taking  into  consideration  the  problems  her  patient  may 
have,  trying  to  help  him  with  them  and  trying  to  help

him  orient  himself  to  the  unfamiliar  hospital  situation. 
The  nurse  may  hold  the  patient’s  life  in  her  hand  as 
much  as  the  doctor,  for  it  is  she  who  decides  when  the 
patient’s  condition  warrants  the  calling  of  the  doctor. 
She  is  responsible  for  dispensing  the  prescribed  medi- 
cines in  the  ordered  amounts  and  must  constantly  be  on 
guard  against  her  own  errors.  But  perhaps  her  greatest 
contribution  is  the  bringing  of  warmth  to  a situation 
which  can  be  cold,  impersonal  and  frightening  to  a pa- 
tient. To  this  end  she  strives  to  bring  a bit  of  her  lamp’s 
warm  glow  into  the  life  of  every  patient  in  her  care. 

The  student  looks  to  the  nursing  profession  with  out- 
stretched hand  and  asks,  “Let  me  share  your  load.  Let 
me  carry  your  lamp  that  I may  help  others  too.” 

As  she  stands  at  the  bedside  perhaps  the  student  is 
saying  to  the  patient,  “Let  me  help  you  to  feel  better. 
Tell  me  your  troubles,  your  problems,  your  worries  that 
I may  help  you  strive  for  a solution.  Let  me  give  you 
the  support  your  family  would  give  you  if  they  could  be 
with  you  now.  Let  me  do  the  things  you  normally  could 
do  for  yourself  until  you  are  able  to  do  them  again.  Let 
me  give  you  some  of  the  warmth  from  the  lamp  I have 
been  allowed  to  carry.” 

And  of  God,  she  asks,  “May  I carry  my  lamp  skill- 
fully as  well  as  proudly.  Never  let  me  shirk  my  duty  to 
those  under  my  care.  Never  let  me  feel  my  lamp  is  too 
heavy  to  carry.  Just  let  me  help...” 

This  is  the  kind  of  work  I want  to  do  in  my  life.  This 
is  it!

Mr.  Henry  Fitzgerald  has  been  an  old  friend  of  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  for  some  time— 56  years  to  be  exact.

imens  is  one  of  the  two  or  three  really  fine  pathologic 
museums  in  this  country.  To  “Fitz”,  as  most  people 
know  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  the  museum  is  where  he  has  met 
and  taught  many  of  the  ablest  men  in  Medicine  in  this 
country.  Besides  maintaining  the  museum  for  general 
teaching  purposes,  Fitz  displays  a special  “set  of  the 
day,”  according  to  what  the  students  are  studying. 
For  instance,  he  may  present  ten  specimens  of  diseases 
of  the  kidney,  the  skin,  etc. 

Another  of  Fitz’  duties  is  taking  specimens  to  the 
National  Board  examinations  held  in  Chicago  twice 
each  year.  “We  have  things  here  some  doctors  may 
never  again  see  in  their  lives.” 

Fitz  also  gives  regular  quizzes  to  the  medical  stu- 
dents here.  The  usual  procedure  is  to  give  each  student 
ten  minutes  to  identify  ten  specimens  but  Fitz  recalled 
once  when  the  ten  minutes  were  “a  bit  longer.” 

“There  was  one  student  who  was  real  fine  but  one 
day  he  was  particularly  nervous— and  Dr.  LeCount  was 
very  tough  on  requirements.  Well,  this  fellow  couldn’t 
identify  one  specimen  and  he  broke  down  and  cried.  He 
had  marked  the  specimen  incorrectly  so  I took  out  my 
watch  and  said,  ‘You  still  have  two  minutes.  If  I were 
you  I’d  spend  them  on  this  specimen.’  When  he  realized 
hehad  more  timehe  calmed  down  and  did  getit  correct.”

The  pictures  on  these  pages  can  only  begin  to  tell 
you  about  the  great  volume  of  work  accomplished  by 
the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  Laundry  personnel. 

In  talking  with  Mr.  Carl  Lorch,  newly  appointed  Di- 
rector of  the  Laundry,  he  expressed  the  feeling  that  an 
improved  and  efficient  laundry  service  can  develop 
through  “recognizing  individual  talent  in  our  depart- 
ment, promoting  certain  personnel  to  supervisory 
capacity,  better  co-ordination,  and  more  important, 
creating  a spirit  of  compatability  among  ourselves.”

Also,  tell  your  friends  about  hospitals  and  particular- 
ly about  your  hospital.  Prior  to  National  Hospital  Week 
you  will  receive  a flier  with  your  paycheck  with  infor- 
mation which  may  assist  you  in  telling  the  hospital 
story.  As  Dr.  MacEachern  said,  “Every  man,  woman 
and  child  ...  throughout  the  country  must  be  reached 
during  National  Hospital  Week.”  You  can  help  in  your 
community! 

There  are  other  ways  in  which  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s 
will  participate  in  Hospital  Week  including:  a series  of 
three  “Memos  to  Patients”  telling  our  hospital  story 
which  will  be  placed  on  patient  trays  during  the  Week; 
releases  to  the  newspapers  regarding  any  special  activ- 
ities; posters  placed  throughout  the  hospital  to  remind 
employees  and  visitors  of  National  Hospital  Week;  a 
story  on  the  future  building  plans  of  the  hospital  will 
appear  in  an  insurance  company  publication;  part  of  the 
exhibit  used  by  the  hospital  at  the  Chicagoland  Fair 
last  summer,  which  will  be  placed  in  the  lobbies  (the 
exhibit  depicts  careers  in  a hospital.) 

In  addition,  St.  Luke’s  will  hold  its  Hospital  Day 
Reception  on  May  13.  This  event,  held  annually  in  ob- 
servance of  National  Hospital  Week,  honors  St.  Luke’s 
employees  and  members  of  the  Medical  Staff,  Board  of 
Trustees,  Woman’s  Board,  Women’s  Auxiliary  who  have 
given  10,  15,  20,  25  and  50  years  of  service  to  the  hos- 
pital. (The  Presbyterian  Division  holds  a Thanksgiving 
Tea  annually  to  honor  employees  who  have  served  the 
hospital  10,  25  and  40  or  more  years.)

They  were  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  come  to  the 
United  States  after  a wait  of  only  four  months  (in- 
stead of  the  usual  eight  years).  Through  the  Refugee 
Act  (due  to  Jack’s  underground  work  during  the  war) 
and  the  World  Council  of  Churches,  Jack  was  able  to 
obtain  his  visa  and  a position  at  Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s. 

One  thing  they  do  miss  is  the  skating.  Our  skating 
ponds  are  rather  small  when  one  is  accustomed  to  travel- 
ing from  20  to  160  miles  on  ice  alone.  The  people  in 
Holland  still  use  wooden  skates  (loosely  fitted  and 
held  on  by  straps,  having  narrow  rims  of  metal  on  the 
bottom).  They  think  nothing  of  leaving  at  6:00  a.m.  and 
arriving  at  1:00  p.m.  after  traveling  160  miles  on  ice. 
(What  WE  need  are  a few  canals!) 

The  lack  of  bicycles  in  America  also  was  strange  in 
the  beginning  to  the  DeBruins.  With  50%  of  thebicycles 
in  the  world  found  in  Holland,  they  had  to  remember  to 
look  out  for  automobiles  instead  of  bicycles. 

They  both  seem  to  have  become  “real  Americans”  ... 
loving  their  life  in  Chicago,  their  work  at  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  and  especially  shopping  in  supermarkets. 
Their  one  hope  is  that  someday  they  will  have  an  op- 
portunity to  travel  through  the  United  States  and  see 
“all  of  their  wonderful  new  country”.

Our  “New  Face”  this  issue  is  Mrs.  Janet  Jentes,  Super- 
visor of  the  Auxiliary  Nursing  Aide  Training  program, 
Presbyterian  Division.  Although  she  felt  that  there 
wasn’t  much  of  interest  to  relate  about  herself,  we 
discovered  that  she  had  quite  a busy  and  exciting  life 
before  coming  to  the  hospital. 

Mrs.  Jentes  graduated  from  the  University  of  Michigan 
and  then  did  graduate  work  in  industrial  relations  at 
Radcliff.  She  later  moved  to  Boston  where  she  shared 
an  apartment  with  five  other  girls  and  worked  for  the 
Kendall  Mills.  Her  spare  time  was  spent  in  skiing  in 
the  winter  and  vacationing  in  the  summer  along  the  ocean. 

This  was  only  the  beginning  of  her  interesting  life. 
She  married  a young  Harvard  lawyer,  who  had  just  re- 
ceived a Fulbright  scholarship,  and  they  were  soon  on 
their  way  to  Grenoble,  France  (about  60  miles  from 
Geneva,  Switzerland). 

Grenoble  had  no  facilities  for  living  on  campus,  so 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jentes  advertised  in  the  local  paper  and 
found  a very  nice  French  family  with  whom  they  lived 
for  the  next  year.  These  people  spoke  nothing  but 
French  which  forced  the  Jenteses  to  recall  their  school 
French.  While  Janet’s  husband  was  studying  law,  she 
decided  to  take  courses  in  French  history,  French 
literature,  and  the  language  itself. 

They  were  able  to  do  quite  a bit  of  sightseeing  through 
Europe,  as  Mr.  Jentes  was  allowed  one  week  off  for 
every  eight  weeks  of  schooling.  Also  they  traveled  for 
several  months,  after  Mr.  Jentes’  term  at  Grenoble  was 
over,  before  returning  to  the  United  States.  They  travel- 
ed some  by  rented  car,  but  the  best  fun  was  hitchhiking. 
Their  favorite  “pick-ups”  were  truck  drivers  who 
traveled  on  back  roads,  enabling  them  to  see  places 
seldom  frequented  by  tourists.  They  returned  from 
Europe  last  October  and  came  directly  to  Chicago. 

Janet  has  been  with  the  hospital  since  that  time.  She 
took  her  basic  nursing  aide  training  course  at  St.  Luke’s 
and  later  set  up  the  new  program  for  nursing  aides  at 
Presbyterian. 

Although  new  in  Chicago.  Janet  has  come  to  love  our 
city  and  finds  that  she  and  her  husband  have  many  out- 
lets for  their  mutual  interests:  the  symphony,  theatre 


and  sailing,  They  do  missnot  having  ski  resorts  near- 
by? however,  at' the  moment  they  don’t  have  too  much 
time  for  outside  activities  as  they  are  quite  busy  decor- 
ating their  apartment. 

“Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  is  a city  within  a city,.” 
Mrs.  Jentes  said.  “It  still  amazes  me  how  many  people 
it  takes  to  make  up  a well-organized,  efficient  hos- 
pital. As  for  my  work,  I love  it!  With  methods  of  caring 
for  patients  constantly  being  improved,  it  makes  my  job 
very  challenging  and  stimulating.  It  is  wonderful  to  be 
a part  of  the  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  family.” 

For  the  past  12  years,  our  “Old  Friend”  has  been 
working  quietly  on  St.  Luke’s  Main  18  - so  quietly  in 
fact  that  few  of  our  employees  know  her.  Rose  Maeda 
has  been  Dr.  Hirsch’s  secretary  ever  since  she  came  to 
St.  Luke’s  in  August,  1945. 

Rose  was  bom,  reared  and  began  her  schooling  in 
Denver,  Colorado.  In  her  junior  year  in  high  school  her 
family  --  Mom,  Dad,  three  sisters  and  two  brothers  -- 
“pulled  up  stakes”  and  moved  westward  to  California. 

The  family  settled  in  Los  Angeles,  where  Rose  fin- 
ished high  school  and  then  attended  Los  Angeles  City 
College,  majoring  in  Business  and  Accounting.  After 
graduation,  she  accepted  a job  as  a business  accountant 
for  an  importing  firm,  a position  which  was  terminated 
by  the  entry  of  the  United  States  into  World  War  II. 

On  February  19,  1942,  by  executive  order  of  the  Pres- 
ident, all  American  citizens  of  Japanese  ancestry  were 
ordered  to  evacuate  the  West  Coast.  May  1st  of  that 
year  found  Rose  and  her  family  in  the  Santa  Anita  As- 
sembly Center,  Arcadia,  California,  along  with  20,000 
others.  Altogether  110,000  were  evacuated,  two-thirds 
of  them  American  citizens.  At  the  Assembly  Center, 
Rose  had  her  first  encounter  with  hospital  work  as  sec- 
retary to  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Camp  Hospital. 
But  later  in  the  same  year  the  family  was  moved  again, 
this  time  to  Amache,  Colorado.  The  Amache  Camp  Hos- 
pital offered  a second  hospital  job,  and  our  “old  Friend” 
went  to  work  as  something  of  a “jack  of  all  trades”  — 
taking  charge  of  the  Medical  Records  Department  and 
of  admissions  and  discharges;  taking  surgical  and 
autopsy  dictation;  and  doing  correspondence  for  the 
Staff  Physicians.  The  Medical  Director  and  Head  Nur- 
ses of  the  hospital  were  Caucasian  Americans,  but  all 
attending  doctors  were  Japanese.  The  remainder  of  the 
personnel  were  composed  entirely  of  evacuees  from  the 
camp. 

In  May,  1945,  Rose  left  Colorado.  After  a brief  stay 
in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  she  came  to  Chicago  and  her  present 
position  at  St.  Luke’s. 

Eight  years  ago,  she  married  Mike  Yoshio  Maeda,  a 
salesman  for  the  Ford  Motor  Company.  Lucky  Mike, 
Rose  loves  to  cook  and  especially  enjoys  baking.  Both 
the  Maedas  like  to  travel  and  spend  some  of  their  sum- 
mers in  Michigan.  As  for  hobbies,  Rose  collects  Japa- 
nese dolls  and  bone  China. 

She  likes  her  work  at  St.  Luke’s  and  the  St.  Luke’s 
Family  is  certainly  happy  to  return  the  compliment.

THIS  WORLD  OF  OURS 

HAVE  YOU  ever  stopped  to  think  of  why  you  are  here 
and  what  it  means  to  you  to  be  here? 

Those  who  have  recently  joined  the  Presbyterian- 
St.  Luke’s  Family  are  probably  more  aware  of  their 
surroundings  and  the  reasons  why  they  are  here  than 
those  who  have  been  here  a long  time. 

But  if  we  all  stop  to  think  about  it,  it  is  a pretty 
good  assumption  that  most  of  us  decided  to  work  in  a 
hospital  because  of  the  fascination  and  satisfaction 
that  it  would  bring  us  to  be  a part  of  such  an  organiza- 
tion ...  an  organization  that  serves  others.

Walk  through  the  clinic  any  morning  of  the  week 
and  look  at  the  faces  of  the  hundreds  waiting  to  be 
cared  for  or  the  emergency  patient  brought  in  filled 
with  pain  and  your  heart  goes  out  to  them.  It  is  quite 
an  emotional  experience. 

Look  at  the  faces  of  hospital  personnel  when  they 
see  a new  baby  and  its  mother  leave  the  hospital  or  a 
person  cured  of  his  illness  and  you  realize  what  a 
hospital  offers  us  spiritually. 

No  ...  it  doesn’t  take  long  to  realize  that  regard- 
less of  our  job  we  give  and  we  receive  and  that  we  are 
all  an  important  and  vital  part  of  this  “World  of  Ours”  ... 
the  hospital.

New  Faces 
and  Old  Friends 

If  you  ask  for  Mr.  Riley,  people  might  have  to  stop  and 
think  for  a minute.  But  just  ask  for  “Eddy”  and  you’ll 
find  immediate  recognition  throughout  the  hospital.

But,  in  turn,  Eddy  has  also 
given  a great  deal  to  the  hospital  in  the  past  twenty- 
nine  years.

chaplain's  column 

DUST  AND  THE  BREATH  OF  LIFE 

IN  ONE  of  the  old  Jewish  myths  of  creation  we  read, 
“And  the  Lord  God  formed  man  of  the  dust  of  the  ground 
and  breathed  into  his  nostrils  the  breath  of  life;  and 
man  became  a living-thing”.  Reflecting  on  his  exper- 
ience of  life,  the  mythologist  takes  account  of  the  two 
dimensions  of  human  existence:  dust  and  the  breath  of 
life;  material  and  spirit;  body  and  soul.  The  Jew  did 
not  rack  his  brain  trying  to  reduce  one  area  of  life  to  the 
other:  it  never  occurred  to  him  that  either  area  is  un- 
important. Man  simply  is  both  body  and  soul.  He  is  not 
a soul  trapped  in  a body;  he  is  not  a body  that  has  a 
soul.  He  is  a body-and-soul,  one  living  being. 

This  basically  Jewish  insight  has  been  of  immense 
importance  also  to  the  Christian  view  of  man.  Christi- 
anity concerns  itself  with  the  whole  man,  not  simply 
with  the  soul.  The  new  Testament  portrays  a Christ  who

fore your  arrival  that  have  changed  since  you  arrived  in 
this  country? 

The  Answers: 

Miss  Ethlene  Garriques,  Jamaica, 

Foreign  Exchange  Nurse  at  Chi- 
cago Maternity  Center  and  Pres- 
byterian Division  since  April,  1958: 

"The  United  States  was  fairly 
familiar  to  me  through  American 
films  and  the  many  American  tour- 
ists in  Jamaica.  However,  I couldn’t 
believe  that  people  could  rush  so 
and  be  on  the  go  twenty- four  hours. 

Also,  I was  shocked  by  the  living 
conditions  of  the  poor  as  compared  to  those  of  our  poor 
people  in  Jamaica.” 

Miss  Katherine  Thiebault,  France, 
Foreign  Exchange  Nurse  at  St. 
Luke’s  Division  since  January, 
1958: 

"I  didn’t  find  anything  very  dif- 
ferent from  what  I had  expected  as 
I had  many  American  friends  in 
Paris  and  also  studied  the  United 
States  quite  thoroughly  while  in 
school.  However,  I did  take  notice 
of  the  low  buildings  and  the  narrow 
streets  in  some  of  the  small  towns  in  Indiana  which  re- 
mindedme  of  some  of  the  village  streets  outside  Paris.” 

Miss  Veda  Charles,  India,  Foreign 
Exchange  Nurse  at  Presbyterian 
Division  since  October,  1957: 

"I  had  always  imagined  that  the 
United  States  was  a fabulous 
country  and  l found  it  to  be  as  I 
had  expected.  But  there  were  a 
few  things  that  were  a complete 
surprise  to  me,  such  as:  so  much 
social  life  away  from  the  home;  so 
many  automobiles  going  so  last;

" Through  the  many  Americans  I 
met  while  working  in  the  American 
Hospital  in  Paris,  I was  very  curious 
to  see  the  United  States.

they  can  definitely  be  avoided.  I was  also  impressed  by 
the  comparative  ease  with  which  an  American  can  get 
an  education.

Of  course,  Presbyterian-St.  Luke’s  is  grateful  to 
the  two  mothers  who  took  the  time  to  write  the  JOURNAL 
regarding  the  care  they  received  in  our  Maternity  Wards.

“came  eating  and  drinking”  — a God  who  places  a high 
value  on  Man,  body  and  soul.  The  Church  then  is  not 
unconcerned  with  man’s  material  welfare;  a priest  or 
pastor  treats  not  simply  a human  soul,  but  a human 
person;  and  he  recognizes  that  the  physician  treats  not 
simply  a human  body,  but  a human  person.  Each  is 
concerned  with  the  restoration  of  integrity  or  wholeness 
to  human  life -each  reflects  God’s  concern  for  Humanity. 

The  healing  of  bodies  and  the  cure  of  souls  are 
naturally  complementary,  and  form  ideally  — as  so  often 
historically  — two  aspects  of  a total  pastoral  concern 
for  human  life. 

Religion  and  medicine  cannot  realistically  be  total- 
ly separated:  the  chaplain  who  enters  a hospital  room 
knows  that  his  words  and  actions  may  well  have  their 
effect  on  the  physical  condition  of  the  patient;  and  he 
knows  that  the  presence  and  actions  of  the  physician, 
nurse  and  aide  are  not  without  their  effect  on  the  spiritual 
condition  of  the  person.  However,  the  two  disciplines 
cannot  successfully  be  confused.  The  man  who  trys  to 
use  religion  as  a substitute  for  medicine  or  psychiatry 
lacks  a truly  Christian  appreciation  for  the  physical 
order  with  its  natural  and  normal  laws.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  man  who  claims  to  use  a pill  or  a couch  as  a 
substitute  for  the  spiritual  or  cultural  life  over-simpli- 
fies the  human  condition.  A realistic  view  of  man  forces 
us  to  respect  the  principles  and  conclusions  of  a variety 
of  human  sciences,  and  to  profit  from  their  insights.  The 
physician,  the  intern,  the  nurse,  the  aide  and  the  chap- 
lain are  all  concerned  with  persons  - not  with  bodies 
or  souls.  Each  must  be  aware  of  the  richness  and  com- 
plexity of  the  patient  - of  his  basic  needs  and  concerns, 
both  material  and  spiritual.

So  for  the  next  year  and  one-half  we  must  continue 
to  operate  the  present  two  divisions,  to  accept  certain 
inefficiencies,  but  to  economize  in  every  possible  manner 
and  always  to  keep  in  mind  the  thrilling  prospects  of  the 
joined  institution.  We  must  believe  in  the  future  that  will 
result  from  the  hard  work  and  intensive  planning  at  all 
levels  during  the  past  many  months. 

Faith  is  most  important  - faith  in  ourselves,  faith  in 
the  Magnitude  of  our  plans,  faith  in  our  major  contribu- 
tion to  the  well-being  of  the  entire  community  and  faith 
in  the  guidance  that  has  been  given  us.

BOOK  REVIEW

I,  RACHEL 

by  Peggy  Morrison 

This  is  a biographical  novel  based  on  the  life  and 
career  of  the  19th  century  French  tragedienne,  Rachel. 
It  is  highly  romantic  and  historically  accurate,  ob- 
viously deeply  rooted  in  research.  The  main  section 
of  the  novel  purports  to  be  told  by  Rachel  herself, 
who,  at  37  years  of  age,  reviews  her  life  from  her 
deathbed,  beginning  as  an  infant  trundled  around  in 
the  peddlar’s  cart  of  her  parents  through  her  struggles, 
triumphs  and  love  affairs  to  the  signing  of  her  will.  The 
first  chapter  describes  Paris  on  January  5,  1858  (just 
100  years  ago)  when  the  news  of  Rachel’s  death  closed 
the  theatres  of  the  city.  It  is  vividly  told,  making  Rachel 
an  unforgettable  character.  Fascinating  reading,  per- 
haps at  its  best  in  the  years  when  her  career  was  in 
its  making  rather  than  when  success  is  at  its  peak.

I MUST  DO  MY  BEST 

THERE  IS  the  story  told  of  a manufacturing  company 
that  enjoyed  a success  in  its  business  and  in  competi- 
tive excellence  that  sometimes  baffled  those  in  charge 
of  its  operations.  On  one  occasion  they  instituted  a 
thorough  study  of  their  operations  to  see  if  they  could 
locate  the  cause  of  their  gratifying  success.  After  an 
exhaustive  study,  they  ran  it  back  to  an  old  man  who 
worked  in  a modest  part  of  the  establishment  as  a highly 
skilled  toolmaker.  His  superior  tools  were  the  answer. 

When  they  spoke  to  the  old  man  about  it  and  inquired 
how  he  happened  to  do  it,  he  said  this,  “My  work  here 
is  my  life.  Tool  making  is  almost  my  religion.  I do  every 
job  the  best  I know  how.” 

What  a lesson  for  everyone  of  us  in  a world  where 
sometimes  we  feel  our  best  efforts  are  not  appreciated. 
Probably  the  reason  they  are  not  appreciated  is  be- 
cause they  are  not  understood. 

This,  of  course,  is  disappointing,  but  not  important.

Our  old  toolmaker  was  aware  of  the  dignity  of  his 
task.  It  had  high  overtones  for  him.  He  was  a part  of 
something  big. 

Am  I aware  of  the  bigness  of  the  total  operation  in 
which  I play  a part?  If  I am  not,  everyday’s  work  will  be 
dull  routine  and  I will  attempt  simply  to  get  by. 

On  the  other  hand,  an  awareness  of  the  magnitude  of 
the  thing  with  which  I am  connected,  gives  me  a high 
sense  of  sanctity  in  my  task.  It  calls  out  from  me  day  by 
day,  my  best.

The  luggage 
storage  compartment  is  a real  asset  as  you  don’t  have 
to  use  your  closet  space  for  luggage;  The  convenience 
of  having  the  sink  so  handy  is  another  wonderful  feature... 
you  can  wash  your  face,  or  a man  can  shave,  almost 
without  having  to  get  out  of  bed.  Also,  the  size  of  the 
room  is  ideal  for  best  efficiency  and  minimum  number  of 
visitors  (which  is  so  necessary  for  a speedy  recovery).” 
Mrs.  Birk’s  son  and  two  grandchildren  were  born  at 
Presbyterian  so  she  feels  very  close  to  the  hospital  and 
excited  about  the  hospital’s  Development  Program  for 
the  future.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  DIRECTOR 

A FEW  days  ago  a surgeon,  who  completed  his  training 
at  Presbyterian  Hospital  four  years  ago,  stopped  in  for 
a visit.  His  first  words  were  “its  unbelievable  to  see 
how  much  has  happened  here  since  I visited  the  hos- 
pital a year  ago.”  He  was  very  pleased  and  compli- 
mentary about  everything  he  saw  and  made  the  comment 
that  he  was  surprised  to  see  how  smoothly  people  were 
working  in  their  new  locations.

Doctors,  nurses  and  patients  at  the  St.  Luke’s  unit  are 
heard  asking  “Where  in  the  world  have  all  those  stu- 
dents in  gray  sprung  from?”.

Families 
Within  a 
Family 


A TOTAL  of  70  years  of  service  to  one  organization 
is  quite  an  outstanding  record,  but  that’s  what  Paul 
and  Walter  Jahntz,  our  “Family  within  a Family”  for 
this  issue,  have  given  to  Presbyterian. 

Born  in  Germany,  the  Jahntz  brothers  came  to  the 
United  States  when  they  were  children.  At  that  time 
the  family  consisted  of  four  children.  Today  there  are 
nine  Jahntz  children,  and  truly  a “hospital  family”  . . . 
Paul  and  Walter  at  Presbyterian,  two  sisters  who  are 
nurses  and  Walter’s  wife,  a former  Presbyterian  em- 
ployee. The  family  moved  to  Chicago  but  soon  settled 
in  Melrose  Park  where  the  Jahntz  boys  grew  up.  Walter 
and  his  family  have  kept  the  family  home,  while  Paul 
and  his  family  live  on  the  near  north  side. 

During  his  early  years,  Paul  was  a semi-pro  foot- 
ball player  and  also  quite  a competent  boxer.  In  fact, 
he  got  his  nick-name  at  the  age  of  fifteen  due  to  a slight 
mishap  in  boxing  . . . the  loss  of  two  of  his  front  teeth. 
One  Halloween  Paul  and  his  friends  decided  to  have 
some  fun  and  started  to  carve  pumpkins.  Suddenly  one 
of  the  boys  turned  to  Paul  and  said,  “If  you  put  a can- 
dle in  your  mouth  you  would  make  a peach  of  a jack-o- 
lantern.”  From  that  day  on,  Paul  Jahntz  became  known 
as  “Jack” 

After  several  years  of  traveling  throughout  the  coun- 
try and  working  at  practically  every  type  of  job,  Jack 
finally  settled  down  in  Chicago.  He  came  to  Presby- 
terian December  14,  1919  through  his  future  fatehr-in- 
law  (he  wanted  to  be  sure  Jack  could  support  his  daugh- 
ter) and  was  married  17  days  later.  After  about  1 *4 
years  as  a fireman  and  studying  engineering  until  3:00 
a.m.  every  night  Jack  received  his  engineering  license 
and  became  an  engineer  for  the  hospital.  Jack  gives 
alot  of  credit  to  his  father-in-law  for  his  help,  encou- 
ragment  and  willingness  to  let  him  learn. 

Jack  and  his  family  love  to  travel  and  have  visited 
all  but  four  states.  They  usually  travel  with  Jack’s 
sister-in-law  and  her  husband  and  their  favorite  spot 
is  Arizona;  however,  they  still  talk  about  their  trip  to 


Catalina,  recalling  the  warm  welcome  from  the  natives 
and  the  unusual  fish  they  saw.  Jack  is  quite  a fisher- 
man (although  he’s  still  waiting  to  catch  his  first  mus- 
kie)  and  loves  to  try  his  luck  in  Wisconsin  when  he  has 
the  opportunity.  Although  he  gave  up  boxing  long  ago, 
he  still  loves  sports  and,  besides  fishing,  he  enjoys 
golf  and  ice-skating  (goes  out  with  his  grandchildren 
now). 

Walter  started  at  Presbyterian  in  1929;  however,  he 
was  only  here  a few  months  when  he  suffered  serious 
injuries  in  an  automobile  accident  and  nearly  lost  his 
life.  Jack  was  the  first  to  hear  about  it  and  immediately 
called  the  late  Dr.  Kellogg  Speed  of  the  Presbyterian 
Medical  Staff  who  come  to  the  scene  of  the  accident 
and  was  instrumental  in  saving  Walter’s  life.  Walter 
had  dreamed  of  becoming  a doctor  but  after  his  accident 
found  that  he  couldn’t  read  for  any  lenght  of  time  due 
to  his  head  injuries;  so  he  took  up  “engine  pumps”  as 
the  next  best  thing.  When  Walter  first  came  to  Pres- 
byterian, he  was  called  upon  to  handle  a variety  of  jobs 
including  putting  up  a 8 fence  around  the  nurses’  res- 
idence for  a tennis  court,  running  elevators,  information 
desk,  etc.  - in  fact,  he  covered  every  department  except 
the  business  office  and  housekeeping.  He  was  called 
a quick-change  artist  because  he  could  change  uniforms 
at  a minute’s  notice,  and  did  so  at  least  four  times  a 
day.  He  is  now  the  night  operating  engineer  and  has 
held  that  position  for  the  last  9/2  years. 

Walter  is  as  interested  in  sports  as  Jack.  His  fav- 
orite is  horseshoes.  He  was  champion  of  the  horseshoe 
contests  held  at  the  annual  hospital  picnic  ...  in  fact, 
he  still  is  hospital  champion  since  he  was  the  winner 
when  the  hospital  held  its  last  picnic  many  years  ago.. 
He  was  also  punching  bag  champion  at  the  age  of  17 
in  the  western  part  of  Illinois. 

Walter  is  quite  a busy  person  when  away  from  Pres- 
byterian, being  active  in  the  Parent-Teachers  Associa- 
tion and  Cub  Pack  #115.  He  has  recently  been  serving 
on  a committee  to  raise  funds  for  his  church,  and  with 
all  this,  he  still  finds  time  to  sing  in  th'e  church  choir 
. . . who  said  that  people  who  work  at  night  sleep  all 
day  ? 

Twelve  years  ago  Walter  was  sent  to  Medical  Re- 
cords to  do  a construction  job.  The  job  probably  would 
have  taken  a week  or  ten  days  ...  it  took  Walter  three 
weeks,  the  reason  being  that  eighteen  months  later  he 
married  the  girl  he  met  in  Medical  Records.  They  have 
two  sons,  Richard  10  and  David  9. 

Walter  and  his  wife  have  done  quite  a bit  of  travel- 
ing - their  favorite  place  is  in  the  Black  Hills  of  South 
Dakota.  Walter  feels  it  is  the  most  beautiful  country  in 
the  United  States.  He  will  never  forget  a trip  to  Rapid 
City  where  he  had  the  privilege  of  sleeping  in  President 
Coolidge’s  bed. 

W'e  are  privileged  to  have  two  people  who  have  given 
so  much  of  themselves  to  the  hospital  . . . and  we  hope 
they’ll  be  around  for  a long  time  to  come.

She  tells  the  good  and  not-so-good  of  people  and  places 
with  unusual  honesty,  never  mean  but  sometimes  satiric. 
Miss  Tracy’s  Irish  enthusiasm  for  life  makes  light  and 
entertaining  reading.

Inevitably  in  the  context  of  the  hospital  community  the 
question  arises  “How  can  pain  and  suffering  be  ex- 
plained in  a God-made  world?”  Often  the  Christian 
Church  is  expected  to  be  able  to  offer  a complete  and 
satisfying  explanation  and  justification  for  suffering 
of  all  kinds  — to  “explain  it  away”,  in  fact.  But  surely 
even  a short  experience  of  work  in  a hospital  should 
demostrate  the  impossiblity  of  an  easy  dismissal  of  the 
problem.  Christianity,  as  a realistic  religion, is  not  so 
much  concerned  to  explain  — or  explain  away  — man’s 
pain  and  suffering;  rather  it  is  concerned  to  enable  man 
to  cope  with  it  — to  live  with  pain  and  suffering  in  a 
meaningful  way. 

Certainly  we  know  that  pain  and  disease  are  not 
directly  in  keeping  with  the  will  of  God.  Christ  fought 
physical  pain  and  disease  with  the  same  fervour  --  and 
often  with  the  same  words  - as  he  did  moral  evil. 


Christians  then  are  not  justified  in  lightly  dismissing 
them,  or  in  embracing  them  simply  as  visitations  from 
God.  However,  in  combatting  physical  disease  and 
suffering  we  are  never  justified  in  engaging  in  a des- 
perate or  despairing  struggle;  for  while  suffering  is  in 
itself  quite  simply  an  evil,  we  know  from  the  life  and 
death  of  Christ  that  it  can  and  often  must  be  ordered 
to  a greater  good.  The  Crucifixion,  viewed  as  a man- 
made means  of  torture  and  execution,  is  itself  evil; 
but  viewed  as  a God-made  means  of  redemption  and 
salvation,  it  is  a sign  of  concern  and  love,  and  thus  a 
great  good. 

Christianity,  then,  cannot  explain  away  evil  and 
pain;  but  when  as  a matter  of  fact  man  suffers,  Chris-* 
tianity  does  provide  him  with  the  historical  and  spir- 
itual context  within  which  the  evil  of  suffering  may  be 
transformed  into  a final  good.  The  crucifixion  will  not 
carry  us  around  suffering  or  enable  us  to  avoid  it;  but 
it  will  enable  us  in  a frankly  mysterious  way  to  incor- 
porate our  suffering  into  our  lives.  The  pastor  often 
finds  himself  standing  before  a hospital  bed,  hating  the 
disease  which  attacks  the  person  before  him,  and  yet 
admiring  without  complete  comprehension  the  quality 
of  the  suffering  and  the  intergrity  of  the  sufferer.  To 
the  Christian  both  suffering  and  it’s  transformation  into 
good  are  largely  mysteries:  but  they  are  facts,  which 
can  and  must  be  lived  with  in  faith  and  hope.
